“ W h y s ” of European ^Vcrr Moves 
_________Explained By Military Expert 


By J. W. T. MASON . 
NEW YORK, Sept. 26.— l l a. in. 
— Von K luck’s success in preventing 
the seizure of Noyon by the allies 
is an im p o rtan t m atte r for the cru­ 
cial southw estern angle of the two 
German battle frants. 
F’ou r high­ 
ways running into the lines of Gen­ 
erals Von Kluck and Von 
Boehm 
sta rt from Noyon. One leads to the 
central position of the western Ger­ 
m an 
battle 
front at St. Quentin, 
twenty-two miles, a n o th er parallels 
Von Kluck s line along the Oise riv­ 
er to the im portant railway center at 
Tergmier. fourteen miles northeast 
and continues four miles fu rth e r to 
the entrenched camp at L a Fere. The 
third and fourth run directly across 
the Oise river, three miles from Noy­ 
on, and pierce Von K luck’s strong 
position in the frequently mentioned 
angle of the Oise and Aisne rivers. 
The seizure and retention of Noyon 
by the allies would be the first im­ 
p o rtan t gain a t Von K luck’s corner, 
which, if followed up, would force 
Von Kluck to give ground to a ser­ 


ious extent. 
To prevent this, still 
more German reinforcements are be­ 
ing hurried from the other end of 
the battlefield in L orraine and the 
Vosges. 
The draining of the so u th ­ 
ern Lorraine district of troops to 
strengthen Von Kluck gives a tem p t­ 
ing opportunity for the resum ption 
of the original offensive in th e gen­ 
eral direction of Strassburg. 
It would suit the German strategy 
very well thus to entice the allies. 
Any appearance of the allies in force 
at a new point would weaken some 
part of their present battle line. 
The German attack on the Meuse 
frontier fortresses between Verdun 
and Toul is now developing in some 
force. Incidentally the efforts to de­ 
molish 
these defenses may afford 
material for judging 
w hat would 
have happened to the German invad­ 
ing forces if Belgium ’s neutrality 
had been respected. 
The alternative plan of invasion, 
if the Belgian route had not been 
used required the subjugation of the 
Verdun-Toul fortresses to clear th e 
way to Paris.

TH IN K G E RM AN S ARE 
ENTRENCHING WINTER 
QUARTERS IN BELGIUM 


ANTWERP, Sept. 26.— That the Germans are planning a new 
stand in southern Belgium, which will place their reserves directly 
on the plains of Waterloo, is believed certain here. Belgian aviators 
report the construction of lines of entrenchments north of Mons and 
at points on the Scheldt, Dendre and Senne rivers while the entire 
line of the Sambre also has been made ready for defensive opera­ 
tions. 
While these are the precautionary methods which any army 
should take, it is believed certain here that the Germans have pre­ 
pared a place of refuge where their entire right wing, now being hard 
pressed by the allies, can take refuge. 
The German entrenched po­ 
sitions are strong and are plainly intended for a winter campaign. 
There are also indications that the Germans are again planning 
an attempt to take Antwerp. 
Should they he forced back into Bel­ 
gium this will be absolutely necessary as they would at all times 
be subjected to the danger of aerial attack and would also he un­ 
able to conceal any strategic moves from the eyes of the British and 
Belgian aviators.
